Al-Gharaniyq* Story between Reason and Narration

Prophet's-Peace be upon them-are select human beings. Gods's revelation 
to them constitutes the highest form of true knowledge-knowledge that is 
divinely safe-guarded to reach them without any additions or interference 
from Satan in the process of transmission. A number of exegetists and 
biographers have given us different versions of "al-Gharaniyq Story". If 
taken literally these versions are found to be in conflict with the divinity 
and authenticity of heavenly revelation. 

A summary of these stories runs as follows: 

While Prophet Muhammad-peace be upon him-was attending a 
Qurayash gathering, the following verses were revealed to him: 

'By the star when it goes down 

Your Companion is neither astray nor being misled 

Nor does he say (aught) of (his own) Desire'^ 1 ) 

When the Prophet read the verses up to:

'Have you seen Lat and 'Uzza 

and another, the third (goddess), manat?'( 2 ) 

it was reported that Satan induced him to add a few words of praise about 
the idols. These words could be rendered as: "Those bird-like idols whose 
intercession is hoped for' ' . According to the story the unbelievers were very 
pleased to hear the Prophet pay tribute to their idols. 

On the eve of the following day, the angel Gabriel was sent to the 
Prophet, peace be upon him, to draw his attention to Satan's distortion of 
the revelation. The Prophet was seized with grief and dejection until verse

52 in Surat 'Al-Hajj,' (i.e. the Pilgrimage), was revealed (to remedy the 
situation). The verse reads: 



"Never did We send 
An apostle or a Prophet 
Before thee, but, when he 
Framed a desire, Satan 
Threw some (vanity) 
Into his desire; but God 
Will cancel anything (vain) 
That Satan throws in, 
And God will confirm 
(And establish) His Signs; 
For God is full of knowledge 
And wisdom^ 1 )" 

Here ends the story. 

Exegetists have unnecessarily exhausted themselves in their 
interpretation of the so-called 'Gharaniyq Story'. They did their best to 
reconcile their interpretations with the infallibility of the Prophet. Such 
attempts were unjustifiable. To accept the 'Gharaniyq Story' is to question 
the sanctity of prophethood and to tell lies about the Prophet. 

The present researcher-as well as all other serious scholars-refutes as 
groundless the 'Gharaniyq Story.' As for Verse 52 quoted above the 
researcher has established that it has no relation whatsover to do with the 
story. As a matter of fact, the meaning of the verse and the context in 
which it occurs have nothing to do with such a fabricated story. 

The researcher would also like to urge Muslims to achieve a clear 
understanding of God's given religion uninfluenced by the authors of lies 
and the distortions of the fanatics.
